One of Nations Assets. 
| Although Col. House is only credited 
| With having dictated for three years now, 
it was suggested by a number of persons 
that his period of usefulness has ended. 
Heretofore the colonel has generally been 
regarded as one of the country’s great 
assets because of his silent, mysterious 
power, not only over the president, but 
over business men. a

tertous man, however. On the other 
hand, his book Indicates that he is a 
most voluble person, filled with expres- 
sions beginning with the first person 
singular.

The new scheme of government which 
the erstwhile silent, mysterious Texas 
colonel set forth in his novel aa best suit- 
ed for the people of the United States is 
based wholly upon the present English 
parliamentary system. Likewise the vol- 
ume is filled with references tending to 
giorify Great Britain and diecredit the 
United States.. In one place the colonel 
even went to the extent of misstating his- 
tory in order to give Great Britain the ad- 
vantage over hie own country. 


Civil War Comparison. : 

He referred to the Beer war az a revo- 
lution, when in fact it was a war of en- 
croachment on Great Britain's part. He 
compared Great Britain's treatment of 
the Boers with the United States’ treat- 
ment of the southern people after the civil 
war. 

„What a contrast we see in England's 
treatment of the Boers,“ he wrote. “After 
a long and bloody war, which drew heav-
